JAPANESE SCORN 
LEAGUE REQUEST 
T0 GIVE UP GAINS 


International Report 
Calls on Tokyo To Relin- 
quish Manchuria But 
Calls for No Coercion. 


By P. I. LIPSEY JR. 
GENEVA, Feb. 17.—(#)—The 
League of Nations told the whole 
world today by its own wireless tele- 
graph of the plan of its leaders for 
a pronouncement of solemn censure 
upon Japan for her military action 


against China, and for a peaceful set- 
tlement of the dangerous conflict in 
the far east. 

Other than a program of non-rec- 
ognition and non-co-operation, the re- 
port proposes no measures for coerc- 
ing Japan if the Tokyv government 
formally refuses to accept the recom- 
mendations. Adoption of further 
measures at this stage to insure exe- 
cution of the League’s will, leaders 
assert, would amount to uttering a 
threat. 

Yosuke Matsuoka, special counsel 
for Japan, announced less than an 
hour after publication of the League's 
proposals that his government would 
not accept the recommendations for 
peace, 

“There never was any question of 
Japan's accepting the _ report,” he 
said. “To protect Manchukuo we 
must possess the chief town of Jehol. 
The only way to get peace is for the 
Chinese to withdraw their troops 
from Jehol. 

‘“‘We will fight if we have to. I 
have heard that there are about 150,- 
000 Chinese troops in Jehol, but one 
Japanese is’ worth 10 Chinese. All 
Chinese soldiers are bandits.” 

Mr.

drawal from the League. saying he 
had received no instructions to with- 
draw. 

“Nobody in the League wants Ja- 
pan to leave,” he said, “and Japan 
does not want to leave, but if the 
League creates certain circumstances, 
the League may compel Japan to 
leave.”

HYDE CONDEMNS 
ALLOTMENT BL 


Hoover Spokesman’s 
Statement Seen as Omen 
of Certain Veto for Plan 


BY F. G. VOSBURGH. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—(4)-— 
What the Hoover administration 
thinks of the domestic allotment farm 
relief bill was told for the first time 

today, and it wasn’t flattering. 


President Hoover’s secretary of ag- 
riculture—Arthur Hyde—wrote 
Senator McNary, republican, Oregon, 
that in his judgment “this bill would 
not afford substantial reli:f to agri- 
culture, and contemplates such drastic 
regulation as to be impussible of ef- 
fective administration.” 

This first official expression on the 
bill that passed the house more than 
a month ago and is now on the senate 
calendar gave added weight to the be- 
lief of many that President Hoover 
would veto the much-discussed meas- 
ure in the improbable event that con- 
gress enacts it. 

Hyde’s letter sent to McNary as 
chairman of the senate agriculture 
committee dealt with the bill in the 
form in which it passed the house, 
rather than as it was favorably report- 
ed to the senate early this week. 

The same general principles to 
which he expressed objection, however, 
are contained in the revised bill which 
covers only cotton and wheat—omit- 
ting hogs, tobacco, rice, peanuts and 
dairy products, items included by the 
house. ? 

The senate committee also struck 
from the bill all provisions for con- 
trolling acreage and in this connection 
Hyde said emphatically that without 
effective provision for limiting pro- 
duction the benefit payment to the 
farmer woull become “a pure bonus 
which would stimulate production and 
defeat the purposes of the act.”

SENATE TO REVIVE 


TABLED TAG BILL 
AND SEtK PASSAGE 


Decision To Reopen Dis- 
cussionTuesday Follows 
Warning Talmadge Can 
Declare Moratorium. 


By L. A. FARRELL. 

The senate, warned Friday that 
Governor Eugene Talmdage can de- 
clare a “moratorium” on 1933 and 
1934 automobile licenses if he desires, 
will reopen discussion of the tabled 
tag bill Tuesday. 

Senators comprising the “anti-$3 
tag bloc” decided Friday night before 
leaving for home over the wee --end 
to take the bill off the table Tuesday 
and make what they say wil! be a 
final effort to get it passed during 
the current session of the legis'ature. 

Plans of this group were revealed 
by Senator Herschel Lovett, of 
Wrightsville, who said that tke bloc 
which voted to lay the bill on the 
table last Wednesday had agreed to 
send it back to the house once more 
and seek final adoption of the much- 
discussed measure, 

Whether a speech by Senator An- 
drew J. Tuten, of Alma, moved the 
bloc, which is composed of a majority 
of the senate, to take up the bill of 
course could not be learned. It was in 
the Tuten address that the senate was 
put on notice that Governor Tal.sadge 
is empowered to declare what would 
have all of the effect of a moratorium 
on tags if he wishes. 

Nelson Confirms Statements. 

Senator Homer Nelson, of Adel, a 
member with Lovett of the second 
conference committee which reported 
itself unable to iron out the difficul- 
ties between:the senate and house tag 


colleague. regarding the bloc’s inten- 
tion, 

Discussion by this bloc which has 
elected Senator J. T. Colson its chair- 
man, revealed that a move for adjust-

The auto license tag bill is the only 
major measure to reach conference 
during the present session. 

The house first passed a bill fix- 
ing the price range between $35 and 
$15. The senate substituted this bill 
with its own which fixed the price 
range at from $5.63 to $15, which 
cut the present schedule exactly in 
half. After two conference commit- 
tees had'failed to reach an agreement, 
the house amended the senate sub- 
stitute, fixing the price range at from 
$3 to $18. When this was sent back 
to the senate the bloc voted to lay 
it on the table. :

RIGGING PRECEDED 
INSULL COLLAPSE 
BANKER ADMITS 


Stuart Tells Senators of 
Artificial Support Given 
Weak Securities To Fa- 
cilitate Sale to Public. 


By NATHAN ROBERTSON. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—(4)— 
Senate investigating committee was 
told today that the market for securi- 


ties in Insull investment trusts was 
artificially supported while the stock 
was sold to the public, after promvuters 
of the companies had made millions 
for themselves. 

Documentary evidence was present- 

ed that after reaping enormous paper 
profits, origanizers of the companies 
agreed to rig the market while they 
disposed of the stocks and bonds to 
the man on the street. 
A nationally . known investment 
banker, Harold L, Stuart, président 
of Halsey, Stuart & Company, of 
Chicago, defended thé practice #f sup- 
porting the market, testifying it was 
“necessary” to market large blocks of 
securities. 

The committee today virtually com- 
pleted its investigation of the Insull 
utilities crash and announced it would 
open an inquiry into the National 
City bank, of New York, Tuesday, 
with Charles E. Mitchell, chairman, 
on the stand. 

Amazing Story. 

Stuart was. on the witness stand 
virtually from morning to night, and 
participated in the recitation of an 
amazing story of high finance through 
which his company realized paper 
profits running almost to $50,000,000 
from the formation of the Insull com- 
panies. 

Members of the committee found it 
virtually impossible to keep track of 
the mounting millions as they were 
told of Halsey-Stuart purchasing In- 
sull stock for $12 and $15 a share, 
turning it in at $100 for new stock 
at $12.11 a share, which within a few 
days sold for $40, 

Ferdinand Pecora, commiitee coun- 
sel, asserted that several millions of 
the profit was in the nature of a 
“bonus” for transferring securities 
from one Insull company to another. 
This Senator Reynolds, demvecrat. 
North Carolina, characterized as a 
move to “make the stock ivok better 
to the suckers who were going to buy 
=" 

Stuart objected to that phrase, but 
agreed the transaction had enhanced 
the credit of the Jnsull companys, of 
which he was a director.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—4)— 
Congressional leaders were jubilantly 


confident tonight that the house will 
adopt the senate resolution to repeal 
prohibition. 

Optimistic predictions of success 
were .cade by party chieftains afier 
the democrats had bound themselves 
in caucus tu support the proposal, 

In caucus today the house demo- 
crats voted, 115 to 46, to bind their 
membership of 220 to support the sen- 
ate proposition. A total of 30, or 
14 less than the 44 democrats who 
voted against repeal on December 5, 
were excused from being bound be- 
eause of previous commitments to 
their constituents. Included among 
the 30 excused were Tarver, Mobley, 
Wright and Lankford, of Georgia. 
Of these, Lankford is a lame duck 
by virtue: of defeat in the primary, 
while Mobley and Wright did not seek 
re-election. 

Parker and Larsen, who voted 
aaginst the house repealer on Decem- 
ber 5,’ did not ask to be excused. 


Garner Confident. 

Smiling broadly after the closed 
meeting of the democrats. Speaker 
Garner said: “It looks to me like 
chances are good it will be adopted 
and a close margin is good enough.” 

“It will be adopted by at least 20 
votes,” was the way Representative 
Rainey, of Illinois, the democratic 
floor leader, summarized the situa- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, Representative Snell, of 
New York, the republican floor leader, 
said between 10 and 20 republicans who 
previously have voted dry had indi- 
cated they would support the senate 
proposa. “because it’s the nearest 
thing to the republican platform we 
can get.” 

With the last step in congressional] 
action thus reduced from a contro- 
versy of uncertain result to a virtuai 
formality, interest turned to prospects 
for action in the states, 36 of which 
must ratify before the eightéenth 
amendment will be dead. 

43 in Session. 

An informal summary gotten up 
by interested individuals showed 43 
legislatures ar now in session, or 
sciedled to meet some time this year. 
Many of them, however. have a stut- 
utory limit upon ‘the length of the 
session and would have to act quickly 
if they are to call state conventions 
to consider the repealer at this iime.

Next President Reaches 
New York; Talks of 
Cabinet; Forbids Change 


By FRANCIS M. STEPHENSON. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—-()— 
Aroused public opinion threw one of 
the strongest guards ever put about 
any man around President-elect Roose- 
velt as he ceturned home smiling to- 
day after the sensational attempted 
assassination at Miami, 

Hosts of blue-coated pol:cemen, de 
tectives and secret service men, 8g- 
gregating nearly 1,000 persons, sur- 
rounded Mr. Roosevelt from the min- 
ute his special train stopped in Jer- 
sey City. 

They escorted him across the Hud- 
son river on a ferry and led bim 
again through the weleomiag crowds 
along the streets of New York. 

Arriving at his East Sixty-fifth 
street home, the happy president-elect 
got a “hello” from Mrs. Reoosevelt who 
came out to the automobile amid the 
crowd to greet her husband. 

The thoughts of Roosevelt, how- 
ever, were still with the five victims 
down in a Miami hospital who got the 
bullets intended for himse:f. He im- 
mediately got in touch with Miami 
and was cheered to hear news of prog- 
ress by the wounded. 

Pleased by Report. 

“Tl was made very hapoyy,” he told 
newspapermen, “by hearing from 
Miami this morning that both Mayor 
Cermak and Mrs. Gill are progressing 
favorably.” 

En route the president-elect em- 
phatically gave word that ro change 
was to be made in the inaugural plans 
as a result of the Miami attack. 

Traveling northward through the 
day, the president-elect took advan 
tage of the ride through Washington 
to talk with three of the men he has 
in mind for his cabinet—Senators 
Hull, of Tennessee; Glass, of Virginia, 
and Cutting, of New Mexico. 

No unnouncementsa were made. Sen- 
ators Hull and Cutting are regarded 
as in the cabinet. The iattcr is a re- 
publican independent. A final answer 
is expected from Glass in a couple of 
ays. 

Karly announcements of the cabi- 
net are believed in prospect. Other- 
wise, Mr. Roosevelt has kis policies 
fixed and is ready to go into the 
White House two weeks hence. 


Farley at Depot. 


James A. Farley, chairman of the 
democratic national committee, head- 
ed the reception committee which met 
Mr. Roosevelt at the depot in New 
Jersey. 

Roosevelt declined to comment on 
the prohibition. repeal resolution 
adopted yesterday by the senate, but 
his friends were convinced that he 
felt it met the democratic platform 
by providing for ratification by state 
conventions instead of by state leg- 
islatures. 

It also is understood the president- 
elect insisted upon this change in the 
resolution at his January conference 
in New York with congressional lead- 
ers. 

Leaving New York almost unno- 
ticed a month ago, the next president 
was greeted as a returning hero today. 
Crowds were at every station along 
the route. Workers leaned out of 
factory windows to catch a glimpse 
of him. Crossing midtown a flutter 
of paper dropped from the upper 
stories of the towering buildings. 


Hard to See Him. 


But it was hard for the crowd to 
get out a cheer. It could hardly find 
ltoosevelt. The extraordinary precau- 
tions virtually placed a human bar- 
rier around the president-elect. A pi- 
lot train preceded his own train into 
Jersey City where massed hundreds of 
police converged on the railroad sta- 
tion. 

“I'm feeling fine and I’ve had a 
fine trip.” Mr. Roosevelt told Chair- 
man Farley, waving and smiling to 
the crowd. 

In the center of a hollow square 
formed by 40 policemen the president- 
elect entered a limousine drawn up 
beside the train. 

Once across the Hudson river, the 
president-elect’s car was the seventh 
machine in the line of the procession. 
Guards stood on both running boards, 
clinging to the doors of the automo- 
bile. 

The long string of cars in the pres- 
ident-elect’s party puHed up in front 
of the Roosevelt town house at 4:58 
p. m. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, who had herself ar- 
rived at the house only 15 minutes 
earlier, hurried from the building to 
the curb. She stepped into the au- 
tomobile and embraced and kissed her 
husband before he alighted. 

Secret service men formed a solid 
cordon around the president-elect as 
he stepped from the automobile. 

Mr. Roosevelt ascended the short 
flight of steps leading to his home and 
then turned about to wave to a crowd 
of about 2.000 persons kept at a dis- 
tance by a heavy detail of police.

GEORGE WOULD LIMIT 
PRISON DUCK OUTPUT

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—No 
funds appropriated for the upkeep 
and maintenance of the Atlanta peni- 
tentiary for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1934, can be used for the 
rurchase of yarn from private indus- 


try for the manufacture of cotton 
duck, if an amendment to the jus- 
tice department appropriation _ bill, 
proposed by Senator Walter F. 
George, of Georgia, is accepted. 

The George amendment was added 
to a committee amendment which 
provides that “$400,000 of the prison 
industries working capital fund shall, 
on or before June 30, 1933, be cov- 
ered into the treasury of the United 
States to the credit of miscellaneous 
receipts.” 

In explaining his amendment, Sen- 
ator George said that in the Atlanta 
penitentiary. as a part of the pro- 
gram to provide employment for pris- 
oners, there had been established a 
duck mill. 

“Duck manufacture,” said the 
senator, “is peculiar in that the ma- 
chinery used in the making of wide 
duck is not adaptable for the manu- 
facture of other textiles. Conse- 
quently, the competition of the wide 
duck mill at the penitentiary is most 
disastrous. Moreover, a negligible 
manpower is used in the manufacture 
of wide duck.” 


Would Limit Production. 


Senator Smoot, of Utah, asked the 
Georgian if his amendment would 
prohibit the purchase from private 
concerns of certain kinds of yarn 
made into duck. 

“Yes,” replied Senator George, “it 
would prohibit the duck mill in the 
Atlanta penitentiary from buying 
yarns from the outside and convert- 
ing them into duck at the prison’s 
mill. In the penitentiary they have 
spindles to make yarn; but they do 
not confine themselves to manufac- 
turing the yarn they thus produce; 
They have extended their operations, 
and go on the outside and buy yarn, 
bring it into the penitentiary, and 
manufacture it into duck. Wide 
duck made in the penitentiary has 
reached from 21 to 25 per cent of 
the government’s entire production of 
wide duck. It is a fearful competi- 
tion, and the business is so limited 
and restricted that the competition 
is disastrous to the private duck man- 
ufacturers. 

“The penitentiary also has ma- 
chinery for making yarn. Every bit 
of the yarn they make may be used 
for wide duck. We are not complain- 
ing about that, and my amendment 
does not restrict them in that respect. 
But it does provide that during the 
next fiscal year. they shall not buy 
yarn on the outside and convert: it 
into duck. They can, however, con- 
vert into duck all the yarn they may 
manufacture.” 

Senator George was again inter- 
rupted by the Utah senator who in- 
quired how the penitentiary would 
keep its looms going if they could 
not make a _ sufficient quantity of 
yarn themselves, and could not go on 
the outside and buy yarn. 

In replying to the Utahan’s ques- 
tion, Senator George declared that 
the penitentiary could manufacture 
one-fifth of all the yarns they could 
use on their own looms. 

“They now buy about four-fifths,” 
he said. “But the yarns bought are 
not all used in the manufacture of 
wide duck; they are used for all the 
other products manufactured in the 
mill at the penitentiary. 

“My amendment does not provide 
any restriction on the purchase of 
yarn for the manufacture of anything 
els they may want to manufacture 
in their mill. It is not fair to bring 
sharp competition against the manu- 
facturers of wide duck. 

“It seems eminently fair to me that 
the wide duck manufacture in the 
mill at th» penitentiary be restricted 
to the yarn output of the mill itself.” 


REPEAL ADVOCATES 
SEEK TO PROVIDE 
FOR CONVENTIONS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—())— 

Legal experts at the capitol are 
scratching their heads over the way 
to provide the machinery for obtain- 
ing the pceople’s views on prohibition 
repeal—should a two-thirds house ma- 
jority next Monday approve today’s 
senate vote. 
Before them for interpretation is 
an unexplored method of ratification 
—conventions in the states instead of 
the state legislature system used in 
the past. 

The problem is whether congress 
has the power to create the conven- 
tions to which the repeal amendment 
would be submitted, or whether that 
right belongs to the states. 

Regarding amendments, the consti- 
tution says they “shall be valid to all 
intents and purposes as part of this 
constitution when ratified by the leg- 
islatures of three-fourths of the sev- 
eral states or by conventions in three- 
fourths thereof, as the one or the other 
mode of ratification may be proposed 
by the congress.” 

It leaves untouched the manner of 
setting up the conventions.

F.D.R, 
SISTER OF TEDDY, DIES 


NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—(4)—Mrs. 
Douglas Robinson, sister of the late 
President Theodore Roosevelt, died at 
her home tonight of double pneumonia. 
She was 71 years old, the last sur- 
viving member of Theodore Roose- 
velt’s childhood family. : 

Mrs. Robinson had been ill since 
Sunday and all of the immediate 
members of her family were at her 
bedside. | 

She was the aunt of Mrs. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt and a fifth cousin 
of the president-elect. Her maiden 
name was Corinne Roosevelt and she 
was the youngest member of the 
family. 

Her parents were Theodore and 
Martha (Bulloch) Roosevelt. Be- 
sides the late president, she had an- 
other brother, Elliott, father of Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt; and a sister. 
Mrs. William Sheffield Cowles, of 
Farmington, Conn., who died a little 
less than two years ago. Elliott 
Roosevelt died when his daughter, 
Eleanor, was a child. 

Mrs. Robinson was married on 
April 29, 1882, to Douglas Robinson, 
of New York, who died September 12, 
1918. Survivors include two sons and 
a daughter; Theodore Douglas Rob- 
inson, who was assistant secretary 
of the navy in the second Coolidge 
administration; Maqnroe Douglas Rob- 
inson, of New York, and Mrs. Joseph 
W. Alsop, of Avon, Conn. A third 
son, Stewart Douglas Robinson, died 
while in college. 


ALBERT WINSHIP.

Adoption of an adverse committee

NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—(4)—Sena- 
tor Burton K. Wheeler, of Montana, 
in an interview today at national 
democratic headquarters, voiced his 
opposition to the Garner resolution 
which would grant dictatorial powers 
over federal .xpenditures to President- 
elect Roosevelt.

MRS. W. W. FISHER 
DIES AT AGE OF 94

Mrs. Susan Ann Fisher, 94 years 
old, widely-known Atlanta pioneer and 
founder of the Northside Park Bap- 
tist church, died Friday morning at 
her residence at 1883 Howell Mill 
road. She was the wife of the Iate 
Judge W. W. Fisher. 
_Mrs. Fisher injured her hip in a fall 
five years ago and since that time 
she had been confined to her. room. 
She was taken seriously ill only a 
few days ago and died shortly before 
noon Friday. 
_ Mrs. Fisher was born and reared 
in Hillsboro, Orange county, North 
Carolina, a member of a prominent 
family in that state. Following her 
marriage to Judge Fisher before the 
War Between the States she came to 
Georgia and during the struggle be- 
tween the north and south resided in 
Blairsville. Her husband was an of- 
ficer of the 23d Georgia regiment. 
_He was a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia law school and came to 
Atlanta more than 50 years ago with 
Mrs. Fisher to enter practice. For 
more than a quarter of a century he 
was prominent in politics and was an 
active supporter of the late Hoke 
Smith in his early campaigns. Judge 
Fisher was a judge #h the Fulton 
county courts until his death 23 years 


ago. 

Mrs. Fisher founded the Northside 
Park Baptist church as a mission in 
a small store house in the yard of her 
home 30 years ago, and so ardent was 
her work that a few years later a 
large church was built. Several years 
ago the building was destroyed by 
fire but was immediately re-built. It 
now has more than 500 members. Un- 
til ill health confined her to her home, 
Mrs. Fisher was the leading figure in 
the church.

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MORE SILVER COIN 


Somers Claims Measure 
Would Provide Conserv- 
ative Monetary Reform. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—())— 
The draft of what Chairman Somers 
called a “eonservative bill to cause 
a greater use of silver in our monetary 
system” was completed today by a 
house coinage subcommittee, 

Somers said the tentative bill would 
be presented to the full committee as 
soon as possible, perhaps tomorrow. 

As it now stands, the measure 
would let the secretary of the treas- 
ury buy as much as 40.000.000 ounces 
of silver boullien a month, coin it 
into silver dollars and issue silver 
certificates against the dollars to pay 
for the bullion. 

These silver certificates, unlike 

those now issued, would be full legal 
tender. 
All bullion the treasury received in 
excess of the amount needed for sil- 
ver dollars would be kept in treasury 
vaults. 

Purchases of the white metal would 
begin at 40 cents an ounce, instead 
of the present market |p of 25 
cents, and increase to cents in 
three months, to 60 cents in another 
three months and then to a maximum 
of 75 cents at a rate of half a cent 
a month. 

The treasury, however, would be 
permitted to reject all silver it be- 
lieved had been previously coined by 
another nation, thus keeping other 
countries from debasing their coins or 
demonetizing silver and unloading 
their surplus on the United States. 

The bill likewise would let the 
treasury suspend all silver purchases 
if it found combinations attempting 
to corner the supply of the metal and 
give it a fictitious price.

Last Plea for ‘Forgotten Child’ 
Will Go Out Over WGST Tonight 


By ROY ROBERT. 

A pitiful story will be related to 
a radio audience tonight in an ap- 
peal for relief for the forgotten child 
of Georgia who, through abandon- 
ment and lack of care, has become a 
public charge and who is forced to 
salvage food from castaway rubbish, 
roam field and wood in search of raw 
vegetables and in several cases un- 
dergo hardships in homes which har- 
bor drunkards and worse. 

Beginning last Tuesday night the 
Children’s Service Society of Geor- 
gia began a series of broadcasts over 
WGST in quest of subscriptions by 
sympathetic citizens. 

Beginning at 8:30 o’clock tonight 
the final radio appeal will be made 
by Professor Comer Woodward, of 
Emory University, during a 30-min- 
ute program of entertainment. The 
speaker will describe actual cases 
which have come to his attention, of 
abandoned tiny children who are as 
“homeless as alley cats,” and how 
many such have been rescued. Ju- 
lian Boehm, an officer in the society, 


and Chick Wilson, well-known radio 
star, will serve as masters of cere- 
mony. 
_. Georgia is one of only two states 
in the country which have no state 
provision for homeless children. For 
20 years the old Georgia Children’s 
Home Society, a group of leading 
men and women, sought out the waifs 
and placed them in decent homes. The 
society was closed for lack of funds 
and in 1931 the state department of 
public welfare took over the work, 
But withdrew its aid in April, 1932.

The so-called domestic allotment 
plan for farm relief in the shape in 
which it emerges from a conference 
committee is only the shell of the 
measure which first went from the 
house to the senate. Pruned by 
the senate and further emasculated 
by the conferees it 1s now a pro- 
posal which, no doubt, will receive 
thumbs-down treatment from the

senate. 
From it has been shorn the acre- 


age control feature, declared by 
farm leaders to be vital, and its 
operations are limited to cotton and 
wheat,. the provisions including 
hogs, tobacco, dairy products, rice 
and peanuts having been eliminated. 
Originally the basic idea of the 
bill was farm relief 
through the taxation of ‘‘proces- 
sors,” with the acreage reduction 
feature striking at the evil of over- 
production. Without the reduction 
provision the plan leaves the way 
wide open for the raising of bumper 
crops, with industry bearing the 
burden of a dole to be paid to the 
farmer. Instead of tending to re- 
duce production it actually puts a 
premium on over-production. 
That such a measure will be even 


seriously considered by congress is 
not within the bounds of reason. 

Undoubtedly the rough handling 
of the bill in committee is at- 
tributable to the desire to insure its 
defeat—a situation brought about 
by the general approval in congress 
of the new plan for farm relief con- 
tained in the Smith-George senate 
bill. 

This plan involves the setting up 
of no such complicated enforcement 
machinery as the allotment bill, it 
places no burden on industry and 
carries no such threat to marketing 
conditions from defiance of the law 
of supply and demand. 

Instead, it will move construc- 
tively to better prices by removing 
the depressing influence of the huge 
Stocks of cotton and wheat now 
held by the federal farm board and 
its affiliates and by its simple plan 
of acreage reduction. Under this 
plan a farmer can buy as much cot- 
ton from the government as he 
raised last year, at a price approxi- 
mately that of production, and when 
it is sold in the fall pocket the same 
profit which would have been his 
had he actually raised the cotton or 
wheat. 

In such a soundly simple plan 
there exists real hope of relief for 
the farmer, without the set-up of 
another vast bureau in Washington, 
and it is undoubtedly as the result 
of the advancement of this better 
plan of relief that the allotment

Undoubtedly the allotment plan 
will soon go to the discard and the 
indications are that the Smith- 
George plan, with its direct promise 
of effective curtailment of the crop, 
will be enacted into law in time to 
apply to this year’s crop. 


TOOLS FOR UNEMPLOYED. 


Atlanta Boy Scouts will begin to- 
day a house-to-house, city-wide cam- 
paign for donations of unneeded 
tools to be used by unemployed men 
on projects sponsored by the spe- 
cial relief committee. 

Especially are tools needed for 
wood cutting and gardening. The 
committee’s work relief section has 
received donations of tracts of 
wooded land and the work upon 
thes® tracts is being done entirely 
by the unemployed. 

During the past six months 600 
cords of wood have been cut and 
delivered to needy families and there 
remains a considerable amount of 
wood to be cut. A scarcity of axes 
and crosscut saws has seriously im- 
peded this work. 

Last fall the committee planted 
approximately 100 acres in vege- 
tables, using unemployed labor. 
During the past three months 4,500 
bushels of various kinds of green 
foods have been delivered from 
these gardens to the families of the 
unemployed. 

This spring it is hoped to plant 
500 additional acres, the products 
to go to the poor and any sur- 
pluses to be canned. 

The success of this constructive 
type of caring for the unemployed 
—both in furnishing work and in 
producing healthful food for those 
dependent upon charity—depends 
upon the securing of proper instru- 
ments with which to work the gar- 
dens. Wheelbarrows, wheelbarrow 
wheels, picks, shovels, rakes, hoes 
and other farm implements will be 
needed in large numbers. 

Undoubtedly there are 
such tools in Atlanta for which 
their owners have no use, but 
which will be a godsend to the 
unemployed who will be given work 
by the relief committee if the nec- 
essary implements are forthcoming 
from generous-hearted Atlantans. 

In addition to the house-to-house 
canvass by the Boy Scouts, owners 
of such tools can donate them by 
notifying relief headquarters, Main 
2315, and the implements will be 
sent for. Tools in any state of re- 
pair will be welcomed. 

These tools will serve the double 
purpose of making possible a con- 
structive municipal benefit and al- 
lowing men the privilege of work- 
ing for their food rather than re- 
ceiving it on a strictly charity basis. 
It is a movement in which every 
Atlanta household should co- 
operate.

Health Talks

HYPOSULPHITE FOR DEAD 
FINGERS. 

Two years ago we quoted here the 
hypothesis advanced by a physician 
who had succeeded in curing one case, 
that Raynaud's disease, commonly 
colled “dead fingers” or “dead toes,” 
may be caused by mild chronic arsen- 
ic poisoning. The case cured ap- 
peared to be of that nature, the wom- 
an having worked in a greenhouse for 


several years. In greenhouses sprays 
containing arsenic are much used 
against plant pests. In this particular 
case analysis showed that an appre- 
ciable quantity of arsenic was being 
eliminated through the kidneys. Nor- 
mally a minute trace of arsenic is 
found in the urine. When this exceeds 
a certain arbitrary maximum it is 
fair to assume the patient is exposed 
to arsenic poisoning. The remedy 
which has proved efficacious in the 
elimination of arsenic from the body 
is hyposulphite of soda, or as it was 
formerly called, thiosulphate of soda. 
It is given by injection into a vein, 
in the average dose of one gram (ap- 
proximately 15 grains) twice a week 
for two or three months, The sodium 
hyposulphite may be taken internally 
in the average dose of 10 to 20 grains, 
in sweetened water or a_ flavored 
syrup, after food, once or twice a day 
for a period of two weeks. Indeed, this 
use Of hyposulphite internally has 
been recommended as a good remedy 
for the headache and _ other after- 
effects of mild carbon monoxide gas 
poisoning. 

The physician who originally sug- 
gested that Raynaud’s affection may 
be due to chronic arsenic poisoning, 
Dr. Arthur F. Kraetser, has added to 
his first case the clinical reports of 
several other cases of Raynaud’s in 
which marked relief followed the in- 
travenous injection of sodium hypo- 
sulphite as described. Incidentally the 
treatment brought relief to some other 
conditions which are often noted in 
persons suffering with chronic ar- 
senic poisoning, notably obstinate ec- 
zema and pruritus. —

HOLLYWOOD, Cal. Feb. 17.— 
Some 1,500 members of the motion 
picture profession gathered together 
last night for the first exposition of 
the technician’s art as shown by the 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences. 

In his address to the audience Jesse 
Lasky admitted that he had his eyes 
opened by the demonstration of sound 
dubbing and other technical tricks of 
the trade. I am sure the same state- 
ment is true of many of the men who 
are making pictures today. Technical 
engineers—self-effacing branch of this 
industry—have said little for them- 
selves about their part in the making 
of a picture. 

Last night’s demonstration showed 
that, since the making of the first 
awkward, rauous talkie, sound engi- 
neers have developed a subtle and 
beautiful art. We saw a scene played 
as it is in the picture; a man and 
a woman talking while a jazz orches- 
tra, which blared forth a moment be- 
fore, plays on, backgrounding their 
conversation, Then the technicians ran 
the track for us, killing the dialogue 
and showing only the lip movements 
of the actors that we might realize 
exactly what the technical staff had 
done with that jazz orchestra to make 


| the perfected scene. 


When the dialogue was removed the 
amazed audience discovered that the 


jazz band had been muted rhythmical- 
ly so that every word of the dialogue 
had been clearly heard, although the 
audience had no idea that the music 
was being modulated the while. 


Commodore J. Stuart Blackton’s 
fascinating history of motion pictures 
named “The Film Parade” was run. 
It was a rare treat. An intelligent 
and fascinating record of motion pic- 
ture making from the camera obscura 
to Leonardo Da Vinci—and even be- 
fore that—to present day technical 
masterpieces.” 

The most interesting highlights of 
this history of movies is Charles Spen- 
cer Chaplin’s comedy tempo even in 
the long ago—Mary Pickford’s amaz- 
ing appeal and sympathetic beauty in 
her earlier efforts, and the deathless 
emotion and beauty of the love scene 
between John Gilbert and Renee 
Adoree in “The Big Parade.” 

The camera cuts into this scene 
cold—with no prelude of any sort to 
give the audience an emotional track. 
And, in the wink of an eye, every 
person in that crowd was caught in 
the tremendous realism of the most 
beautiful love scene ever photographed. 
I have seen it now some dozen times 
and my eyes were moist when it 
flashed off into blackness leaving the 
little peasant girl there in the dusty 
roadway with her lover’s shoe clasped 
to her breast. Without sound effects 
or dialogue it stands supreme. 


Rain Continues Today, 
Light Freeze in Offing 


After a rainy day and a srill rainier 
night, the clouds will continue to 
weep over Atlanta today, according 
to George Mindling, United States 
meteorologist.

DES MOINES, Feb. 17.—(#)— 
Midwestern farmers, seeking emer- 
gency mortgage relief measures and 
delinquent tax sales postponements, 
counted tonight definite victories in 
two states and big strides towards 
success in several others. 

Governor Clyde L. Herring, of Iowa, 
has signed a bill granting the courts 
power to postpone foreclosures until 
March 1, 1935. 

In Wisconsin, Governor A, G. 
Schmedeman has signed a bill permit- 
ting courts to extend from one to 
three years the period during which 
foreclosed farms may be redeemed and 
preventing unfair sales. 


The Iowa senate also has passed a 
bill to postpone delinquent tax sales 
until December 4, 1933. 


_ The Nebraska senate and house 
judiciary committee in a joint ses- 
sion today voted to report Governor 
Charles W. Bryan’s bill providing for 
a flat two-year cessation of farm 
foreclosures. It first will go to the 
senate. 

Minnesota legislators have three re- 
lief bills before them. One would 
postpone until 1935 sale of property 
subject to disposal for non-payment 
of taxes due last year, a second would 
create a county moratorium commis- 
sion authorized to postpone collection 
of taxes where the conditions war- 
rant, and a third proposes a mora- 
torium on state rural credit mortgage 
foreclosures until 1936.

JAPANESE SCORN 
LEAGUE REQUEST 
TO GIVE UP GAINS 
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the representatives of the 19 princi- 
pal League powers, is embodied in a 
report which will be presented to the 
League assembly next week with every 
prospect of the full approval of all 
members and governments except 
Tokyo. 

Reaffirming China's right to sov- 
ereignty over Manchuria, the report 
repeats the Lytton commission’s con- 
clusion that the Japanese military 
activities in these northeastern prov- 
inces have not been legitimate self- 
defense, and it recommends the early 
evacuation of Japanese troops. 

To seek a solution of the eastern 
problem, the report proposes negotia- 
tions between China and Japan, with 
the League powers and the United 
States and Russia participating in 
the role of assistant and umpire. 

Meanwhile, the report would en- 
gage the signatory powers not to rec- 
ognize the state of Manchukuo in 
law or in fact, and to continue to 
deal with the problem in concert with 
other nations, League members and 
non-League members. Manchukuo is 
the government set up with the as- 
sistance of the Japanese to rule over 
Manchuria after they had expelled 
the Chinese forces from the province. 

League leaders consider that Ja- 
pan’s reaction to the report must be 
made clear before further steps are 
planned. After adoptilon of the re- 
port by the assembly three months are 
allowed under the League covenant 
for acceptance or rejection. 

In frankly characterizing the re 
port as unacceptable, the Japanese 
delegation here made it plain that Ja- 
pan has not modified her position 
that Manchukuo must be recognized 
as an accomplished fact and a perma- 
nent institution. 

Japanese Sobered. 

Among the Japanese, however, there 
appears a new appreciation of the 
gravity of Japan's position in the face 
of a disapproving world, and talk of 
withdrawal from the League is much 
less spontaneous and confident. 

The Chinese, hailing the report as 
vindication of their policy of intrust- 
ing the conflict to the League, look 
forward eagerly to the time when the 
assembly may approve their taking 
military measures against Japan. They 
frankly announce China’s purpose to

The Railway Express Ageney today 
filed with the interstate commerce 
commission tariffs reducing rates on 
a large number of commodities be- 
tween important shipping points in 
most of the southern states to meet 
motor truck competition. 

The rates, filed under the 30-day 
clause of the interstate commerce act, 
will become effective March 20 un- 
less. the commission receives protests 
and decides to suspend them. Oth- 
erwise they are effective without any 
formal commission action. 

The raws become effective between 
points within the states on Feb- 
ruary 20. 

Tariffs covering South Carolina, 
Georgia,. Alabama, North Carolina, 
Kentucky, ‘[ennessee, and Virginia 
were filed. They also are effective 
between important shipping points in 
Georgia and Jacksonville, Fla. 

The reductions all are from specific 
points to designated points within a 
radius of 200 miles of the point of 
origin. 

The Railway Express Agency ac- 
tion, taken without previous announce- 
ment, is in line with the action of 
the railroads of most of the country. 
The commission, in numerous  in- 
stances, has permitted railroads to 
reluce rates to meet truck competi- 
tion. within a radius of as much as 
500 miles of the point of origin or 
destination.

CULBERTSON ON CONTRACT

' Shaded Rebiddable 
Trump Suit 


This je the thirteenth of a series of four- 
teen articles by Mr. Culbertson, dealing 
with the additions and refinements made 
necessary in Contract bidding by the new 
scoring. The principles of- the Culbertson 
System remain unchanged, but the changes 
made by the lawmakers created new con- 
ditions, with which these articles specifical- 
ly deal.

A problem which confuses many 
Bridge players is the question of de- 
termining a Rebid when partner's re- 
sponse has been not a Raise, but the 
showing of another suit, which in- 
fers, when the suit shown is a minor, 
that it lacks adequate trump support 
for the Opening bid. Inasmuch as bids 
ang responses indicate strength in al- 
most every instance, the fact that 
partner lacks adequate support for an 
unrebid suit should not preclude fur- 
ther measures to explore the possibili- 
ties of the hand, even if these meas- 
ures must take the course of rebid- 
ding a suit on shaded Rebid values. 
After all, the difference between three 
cards to the Knave and three cards 
to the Queen is not such a tremend- 
ous lot. It may be only the difference 
between taking and not taking a fi- 
nesse, which has the chance of suc- 
cess one-half of the time. Contract 
players have now learned the lesson 
of approaching the eventual contract 
cautiously when the hand is near the 
borderline of a game or part-score. It 
is thus safe with most partners now- 
adays to prefer a shaded Rebid of 
your own suit to a timid pass of your 
partner's Takeout, or assisting a minor 
suit where the chance of game is prob- 
ably remote,

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‘Financial Dictatorship ’ Seen 
Over Banking in Michigan 


DETROIT, Feb. 17.—(®)—Michi- 
gan tonight looked to an absolute “fi- 
nancial dictatorship” to solve its bank- 
ing problems and to open—at least 
partially—normal channels of com- 
merce soon after the present eight- 
day moratorium ends next Thurs ay. 

In the hands of Governor William 
A. Comstock, less than two months in 
office, would be placed the most far- 
reaching powers ever vested in a state 
executive under legislation which to- 
day went before the state’s lawmak- 
ers. By Monday night, the governor 
said, he expected to be fully empow- 
ered to regulate banking operations. 

The “acute financial emergency” in 
the Union Guardian Trust Company, 
of Detroit, which led Governor Com- 
stock to proclaim last Tuesday a bank- 
ing holiday, he intimated tonight may 
lead to an extension of the mora- 
torium. He said that “developments 
alone” will determine whether “a full 
or semi-moratorium” will be continued 
after February 23. 

“Agreement among the bankers as 
to just what should be done must be 

Dtained,” he said. Should they fail 
to agree, he added, “it may be neces- 
sary for me to order another manda- 
tory holiday until such agreement can 
be reached.” 

The bankers, it appeared, were more 
troubled about the situation that the 
900,000 depositors whose billion and 
a half dollars are tied up in the 530 


banks affected. In Detroit, deposi- 
tors were offered nearly $30,000,000 
for emergency purposes. They with- 
drew only about 20 per cent of that 
amount yesterday and today. 

Outstate, banks generally remained 
closed, in accordance with the mora- 
torium proclamation. 
ids, a group of 70 bankers represent- 
ing the principal outstate cities, voted 
unanimously today to request the gov- 
ernor to continue the banking holi- 
day as it now exists until “proper 
legislation to safeguard reopening has 
been adopted by the legislature.” The 
group also decided that none of the 
banks represented would open until 
such legislation has been enacted. 

Without a dissenting vote, the state 
senate today passed a resolution plac- 
ing the financial dictatorship in the 
governor's hands.

| Japanese Expedition Into China 


A ssailed in Address by Dr. Meng 


Japan has no more right to sup- 
press what she calls banditry in China 
than in any other country, Dr. Chih 
Meng, member of a Chinese good will 
mission on a tour of the United 
States, told a gathering of Atlanta 
civic leaders and invited guests at a 
dinner given by the Presidents Club 
at the Atlanta Athletic Club Friday 
night. 

Dr. Meng, who traced the back- 
ground of his country and that of Ja- 
pan, was accompanied to Atlanta by 
his wife, a graduate of the University 
of Southern California. He took post- 
graduate work at Columbia Univer- 
sity. Colonel Frederic J. Paxon, pres- 
ident, introduced the distinguished vis- 
itors. 

Dr. Meng, in an address that de- 
lighted the group of well-known At- 
lantans, obviously sought sympathy 
for his country in the controversy— 
still in the war stages—over Manchu- 
ria and Jehol. He would venture no 
opinion on the pronouncement of “sol- 
emn censure’ by the League of Na- 
tions for Japan’s military action 
against China, 

“The league,” he: explained, “has 
recognized Manchuria as an integral 
part of China and so has all civilized 
powers in the League. There are 
28,000,000 Chinese in the country as 
compared with 250,000 Japanese. 
Jehol, which Japan wants because of 
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rich iron, oil and coal deposits, is en- 
tirely Chinese.” ’ 

Back of the whole military skir- 
mishing now, Dr. Meng said, are the 
preliminaries to a world war for do- 
minion. He said that both Russia 
and Japan were imbued with this am 
bition and that Japan’s first move was 
to get possession of Manchuria regard- 
less of international opinion as to the 
justice of her fighting. ; 

One reason China has been vack- 
ward in military operations, Dr. Meng 
said, is because the Chinese people 
are trained to value education while 
the Japanese are taught from infancy 
the power of weapons. He said .that 
in the art of warfare his country 
was 50 to 100 years behind other na- 
tions. 

The present Japanese ruling family, 
he continued, is the only relie of 
despotism in the civilized. world. 

A remark by Dr. Meng which 
brought considerable applause w@s thig; 

“Learning is revered in China. Even 
as poor as we are we keep our school 
teachers paid and in some instances 
they are better paid than other pro- 
fessions.” 

In this connection he was asked 
about the books of Pearl Buck, “Good 
Earth” and “Sons.” 

“They are not,” he said, “to be 
accepted as any better or more ac- 
curate index to Chinese life than Sin- 
clair’s Lewis’ “Main Street” is to 
America, I think they are as faithful 
as that book was.” 

While China has been devoting its 
major interests to educating its peo- 
ple, Dr. Meng said Japan had been 
playing a double game—supporting the 
Chinese central government and at 
the same time backing the communists 
bent on the overthrow of the govern-
